EFFECT OF PASSAGE: Replacement vehicles for unit #'s 6, 55, 21, 69, 
7, 73, 12, 74, 48, 29, 51, 47, 65. 

IF REPLACEMENT, WHAT NECESSITATES: Vehicles are from 11 to 17 years 
old and have had heavy usage. They have from 50,000 to 112,000 
miles on them. Most are very near to being in unsafe operating 
condition. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: It is not feasible at this point to repair
